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Vr. Gordon Chase in V.r. Bundy's office questioned me this morning in my

the movements of the President. This inquiry was part of a background in- 
vcst.gauon lor Mr. Bundy who is a member of the committee checking on 
tn0 ■■ l ”- ln « a ° r th * barren Commission with Mr. Dillon. The relative poai- 
tion o' the Physician to the President in my estimation shouidtfe in c'oses- 
proximity as feasible. Theoretically, possibly riding the Presidential vehicle 
wotud oe best. 1 he only feasible place for this would be in the front seat bc- 
.we_n the -river and the Secret Service man. The medical bags would have to 
be carried in that immediate vicinity and could not be put in the trunk due to 
C aCt °- tne difficulty of getting into the trunk due to the fact of the difficulty 
of getting into the trunk at the time of emergency. The second area to be con- 
sidered would be riding permanently in the follow-up car. However, there 
agnm the only logical seating position would be in the front seat between the 
c-iycr and the Secret Service man. However, the rear seat middle position 
cou.c be used. Positioning in the follow-up car results in over-crowding as

mr this purpose to be a part- of the motorcade which travels with the President 
on al. movements and all emergency movements. This th ould be immediately 
och,nc the -ollow-up car. This should have a White House Secret Service 
driver who would know and fully understand the necessity for the movement 
w.. i the , resident in case of any emergency. It should be clearly understood 
by a., people concerned including the local police coverage that the first three 
cars in the motorcade arc to be considered as one in case of any emergency' 
movement and should move without any interference. Also, that any local 
po.ice car should follow the physician's car. The President's Physician should 
not be in a car with the local police unless this is absolutely unavoidable as 
many times they are under the direction of the local police and not under the 
ci.ee ,'ori o -no Secret Service who are running the motorcade and the car mieht 
be diverted or might be held up as it has been on occasion. On some occasions 
-. as Physician to the President, have ridden the lead car which is usually 
from sO to 60 feet in advance of the President's car. This is not as advantageous 
as immediately following the Secret Service car because of the danger of P conle 
intervening between his car and the Presidential motorcade. 
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During the recent campaign activity I was able to maintain this position in the 
motorcade on.y oy forceful action on my part. On numerous occasions I had 
to dcmanc. a place in the car immediately following the SEcrct Service car 
wmch wan that of the local police enforcement agency.
